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WHAT SCHOOL? 

Now that graduation exercises are over and school ses- 
sions ended for the year, it behooves parents to consider, 
prayerfully and earnestly, the futures of their children. Dur- 
ing their school life they have been protected by their youth, 
their innocence and by the loving watchfulness of their 
parents. This parental guidance should never be wanting; 
vigilance must not be relaxed because sons and daughters are 
graduated from high school, or for that matter, from college. 

; When God blest your union and you became a part of 

His creative plan, you felt the responsibility of parenthood, 

you dreamed rosy dreams of your children’s future; in your 

1 fancy you may have placed them in a state of life different 

3 from that to which God has called them. But the basis of all 

| of these dreams and the principal theme of all the prayers 

you have offered for your children has been that they be 

good. If you have been conscientious in the performance of 

your duties and not led astray by the false maxims of others 

around you, you have tried to teach by word and example, 

3 really virtuous standard of living. But your obligation does 

not end with the close of your child’s school life. You must 
continue to “watch and pray”. 

And if your child is to pursue a higher course of educa- 
tion, see to it that those to whom you entrust his education 
are men and women who are impelled by a love of God to give 
the best that is in them for the betterment of those entrusted 
to their care. 

The Catholic school, with its purpose of educating both 
heart and mind, is the proper place for the child of Catholic 
parents. Catholic education considers man’s spiritual wel- 
fare as being of primary importance. Since man is composed 
of body and soul, he must receive such education as is com- 
patible with his state of life and be trained in such a manner 
that he can earn his livelihood. 

The true education must consider man’s soul. Man's 
body lives for a time and dies. Man’s sou! lives on through- 
out eternity. Man’s soul is created to God’s image and like- 
ness, created to be happy with Him forever, and the training 
the child receives during his school life must consider tbe 
destiny of the soul, if it be true education. In the Catholic 
schoo] is found education in spiritual matters as well as 
secular. 

From time to time we hear criticisms voiced concerning 
the efficiency of Catholic school training. Our critics say that 
we “spend too much time in teaching catechism to the neglect 
of secular knowledge.’ These statements are prompted by a 
“. : critical attitude rather than from a knowledge of actual 
2 3 facts. Usually but one-half hour is devoted to the study of 
¢ religion in the daily schedule of classes. As a rule Catholic 
schools have longer terms than others; in most instances the 
periods of instruction are longer. Added to these considera- 
tions is a most important one, that of the interest of the 
teachers who have dedicated their lives and their talents to

| but because it is a God-given work. 

To those parents, who sometimes question the efficiency 
of Catholic School education, we would present Virginia 
Hogan, the national winner of the spelling contest recently 
held in Washington.

at High Mass. It was worn by 
a Deacon when he carried the 
Blessed Sacrament from one 
Altar to another. It is worn by 
a priest when he gives Benedic- 
tion of the Blessed Sacrament 
or carries the Blessed Sacra- 
ment in procession, 

At High Mass the Humeral 
Veil is of the same color as the 
vestments. At Benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament the 
Humeral Veil must always be 
white no matter what may be 
the color of the Cope worn by 
the celebrant.
